(users are enabled to utilize a "more like" function to use a "seed song" to identify (classify) other songs similar to the seed 
song: that is. once a user uses a specified seed song other songs are classified based on the seed song therefore, the user 
defines the class for the selected songs): receiving a criteria set of desired media content including user-defined classification 
(once the user adds a song to "mv favorites" the song is marked and classified under "mv favorites", "like", "dislike", etc.: 
Cluts teaches a matching criteria: col. 16, lines 54-62: col. 17. lines 9-12. 46-49): the media content is analyzed to determine 
if the media content is in accordance with a criteria set (col. 15. lines 14-67): and compiling a collection of media content based 
on the criteria set. PCMagazine teaches a criteria set including a time period for the duration of the collection of media content (page 
1 ). Neither Cluts/PCMagazine nor the independent claims of the application teach that the user is enabled to create a 
classification list having a plurality of user-defined classifications wherein selected pieces of media content are compiled 
according to a criteria set that includes a user-defined classification AND a user-specified duration of the collection of media 
content.
